WASHINGTON, April 14.— It was made

Mr. Squire, Republican of Washing-

How cheap is all this talk, 
since every man who has informed him- 
self on the subject of the national de- 
fenses knuwa that as a nation we are 
not in condition to undertake war or 
Buffer war. We can talk lond and long 
and profess sympathy, pass resolutions 
and make believe to ourselves that we

deceived by egotistical glamor and who

The people, he continued, did not 


know how ehamcfully their interests are 
being bandied and played with by thoae 
who represent them in the halle of con- 
gress. They do not know that our navy 
itself may be hopeleaaly crippled by the 
destruction of our undefended navy 
yards, depots of supplies, dock yards, 
powder mil la aud areenala. 


The eenator said all the evidence taken 


by the committee on coast defenaea is 
lamenta ble in the extreme. 
"From such investigation aa haa been 


practicable, it ia evfdent that a large 
amount of destructible property, esti- 
mated at not leas than 110,000,000,000 
in value, ia exposed to attack or at least 
to heavy assessment for the purpose of 
securing immunity from destruction."

Statement allowing a comparison of our 
navy with that of England and alao a 
statement o£ all the Bteel vessels in the 
American navy, Including thoae author- 
ized by law, also Rome data aa to the 
naval fighting strength of otUor nations.

Mr. Bingham, Republican of Penn- 


sylvania, presented the conference re- 
port on the legislative, executive and 
judicial 
appropriation 
bill and ex- 


plained, with reference to the para- 
graphs to abolish the fee system in the 
case of marshals, attorneys and United 
States commissioners, that the whole 
question had been referred to a joint 
committee of the judiciary committeea 
of the two houses who were to consult 
with the attorney general and report to 
the conference committee. The senate, 
he said, had added $229.000 to the houee 
bill, of which $59,000 had been disposed 
of by the house agreeing to $39,000, tbe 
senate yielding 'the balance. About 
$189,000 still remained In dispute. Of 
that amount $07,000 was for tbe increase 
of the salary Hut of the senate employes 
and aa to this last he predicted the 
house would have to yield. The record 
showed that the average cost of em- 
ployes to each member of tbe house will 
be $939, while that of each member of 
the senate waa $4483. Justice to the 
house, he aaid, required that these facts 
should be made notorious. 


Mr. Doeltery, Democrat of Missouri, 


waa in the same line. He thought it 
but fair that tbe house should under- 
stand that tbe senate had insisted on an 
addition of thirty-eight annual clerka to 
senators not chairmen of committees, 
and had alao inaiated on the increase of 
the compensation of their individual 
clerks from $1200 to $1500. 
Mr. Hartman, Republican of Mon- 


tana, caused a burst of applause by 
stating that he proposed to offer a reso- 
lution to instruct the conferees to yield 
to the aenate, with an amendment for 
annual clerks for members of the house. 


Mr. Cameron, chairman of the appro- 


priations committee, said such a resolu- 
tion would not bcgcrmain. If members 
desired pay for their clerks during vaca- 
tions, he eaid, it must either be done by 
independent legislation or by appropriat- 
ing the money from the contingent fund 
of tbe house.

If the policy of building up the navy 
is to be continued at the expense of hav- 
ing defenseless shores, then the time 
has come when a change of policy must 
be made. There is no doubt that the 
money expended for coast defenses will 
bring a better return in protecting our 
country than thesameamountof money 
appropriated for ships. 


Senator Squire then argued that a 


glance at the historical development of 
our coast defenses will show that the 
question now under consideration does 
not indicate a new departure,' but is a 
logical step in continuation of the set- 
tled policy of this government since its 
foundation. He referred to the eeacoaat 
defenses of European powera, and the 
reports from time to time that England 
ia increasing her fortifications and heavy 
armament in both Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, and in this connection said : 
"So it is, we are encircled as a nation 


with a chain of fortilied fortresses ana 
coaling stations impervious to attack, 
while our rich aeacotiat cities and ports, 
commencing at Portland, Me., near tbe 
fortified Halifax in Canada, continuing 
down the coast to Portsmouth, Boston, 
New Bedford, Providence and !Narra- 
gansett bay, New London, New Haven 
and Bridgeport, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Wilmington, Norfolk, 
WiHminnton, N.O-, Charleston, Port 
Royal, Savannah. Ponsacola, Kej West, 
Mobile and NewOrleami and Galveston, 
within a few hours' rapid steaming from 
the fortified ports of Bermuda, Nassau, 
Havana and Kingston, and again on the 
Pacific coaet, Han Diego, San Francisco, 
Portland, Or., and Pnget Sound, with 
United States dry docks, coaling ports 
and cities, some of them within oounc 
of British cannon at Eaquimault, nl 
lay exposed and helpless against the 
attack of any foreign power that poe 
Besses a navy.

Mr. Bartlett, Democrat of New York,

The whole country was 
united in favor of coast fortifications. 


Mr. Livingston, Democrat of tieorgia, 


a member of the appropriations com- 
mittee, also favored the bill. 
He 


thought perhaps the great increase in 
the appropriations for fortifications, 
$11,000,001), as against $2,000,000 last 
veitr, needed explanation in view of the 
fact that wo are borrowing money nt a 
heavy sacrifice to pay current expenses.

Timely Arrival of Aid Saves 


a Spanish Colnmn. 


A SPANISH GENERAL 


The Aiiuointmeut of General Fitz- 


kngh Lee Received With 


Favor. 


HAVANA, April H.—The line of troops 


commanded by Generals Suarez, Yucl&n 
and Kscharravia and Colonel Devos, the 
latter commanding the Alfonso XIII 
battalion, left Mariel at the northern 
end of the military line across tbe prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio by different roads. 
Colonel Devos, in passing the plantation 
of Han Olaudio, met tbe insurgent's van- 
guard, consisting of 200 cavalry. 
The 


latter retreated and were pursued by the 
troops. Suddenly the insurgents ap- 
peared on the neighboring heights, but 
were driven from them by the soldiers. 
Near Lechusa a force of 5000 insurgents 
attempted to surround the AUooee XIII 
but were compelled to retreat. The 
soldiers fought well in retreating undjat 
the expiration of two hours they reached 
the lauding place at San Claudio and 
fortified themselves while protected 
from the fire of the artillery. 


The insurgents, however, suffered in 


pushing the soldiers on the San Olaudio, 
There the batalliou was reinforced by a 
gunboat, and eoon after the column of 
troops commanded by General Yuclan 
arrived on tbe scene and probably saved 
Colonel Devos' command from a severe 
handling. 


Proceedings are to bo taken against 


General Escharravia with the view of 
ascertaining why he failed to support 
the operations ol the other columns to 
relieve the Alfonso Xtll batalliou. In. 
the. meanwhile Escharravia has been 
suspended from hia command. 


NKW YORK, April 14.—A special to the 


Wortdttoiu Havana says: At the pal- 
ace tidings of the coming of General Eitz- 
hogh Lee aa consul general were re- 
ceived with marked favor. Advices ti&d 
already reached here from good author- 
ity in the United States on the subject. 
The general belief in official circles is 
that the appointment of so distinguished 
a soldier means more than tbe filling of 
a consulate. It. ban been under stood 
here that President Cleveland has con- 
sidered the subject of a commission, but 
that he has not publicly mentioned the 
matter, the understanding being that, 
regard lees of how the Spanish govern- 
ment might view the subject, it would 
not be agreeable to the Spanish people. 
President Cleveland has avoided the un- 
pleasant question in a successful and 
diplomatic manner by aelocting a bril- 
liant and honorable soldier, such ae Lee 
is known to be, and sending him to Ha- 
vana under circumstances that cannot 
offend public sensibilities.

This 
Is duo to tho broil king up of tbe condi- 
tions that liuvo prevailed since Den 
\WT iindtuo procrtfttts of return to curing 
and summer. Thcro in in tbo arctic EOIIO 
im cmoi'tiiouH nnioiintof cold material t< 
uo disposed of, covering (bo northern 
regions iii tbo form of ice mid enow. At 
tbo finnio tinio tbo southern zone is bo- 
coming decidedly warmer in 
cmiss?- 


quimco of tbo udvanco of tbo sun to tbo 
northern side of tbo equator. 


Tbe United Stales is peculiarly tlio 


Uionter of this contest, between tlio 
giants of cold nnrt beat, uud thoy stng- 
gcr back nud fcrtb over tbis territory us 
0110 or tho other is for tho timo boing in 
tbo strongest form. 
Tho cold wares 


himieh themselves from tbo north and 
carry thoir icy cliill to tbo warm south- 
ern states; or, on tlio other hand, tho 
warm currents of air from tho south ad- 
vance fur into tbo north, and ihifc alter- 
liuticu causes u rapid variation iu tho 
temperature and thn otber weather con- 
ditions nt stations of tbo middle lati- 
tmlus. 


An examination of tbe storm tracks 


for March gives very definite evidence 
of (be effect of this struggle for guprem- 
:iry. Instead of being confined to tbo 
neighborhood of iho mean tracks, it is 
fmiud Uiat tliey spread nut over tbo en- 
tire territory of iho Uuiiod States from 
north so south. 
Tbo phenomenon of 


looping southward along the Rocky 
mountain slope before recurving north- 
eastward to tho gulf of i=r. Lawrence is 
most pronounced, 


Tho storms which first develop in Al- 


berta or on tbe north Pacific coast may 
advance directly eastward over tbe lakes 
to tbe gulf, or they may be pushed south 
mid recurve iu Colorado, Missouri,south- 
ern Illinois or southern Indiana, in or- 
der to move to the Su Lawrence val- 
ley, or else they may be propelled still 
farther south along tho Rocky mountain 
elopo toTexnsaml tbognlf coast,whence 
they proceed to the comb Atlantic const, 
and then turn northward to Newfound- 
land. 
Not a few of these storms dissi- 


pate iu tho lako legion, or tlio Ohio val- 
loy; others will persist in a path of 
nearly 0,000 miles, from Alberta to 
southern Texas, Sonth Carolina and 
finally to Newfoundland. 
The unequal 


distribution of tbo tracks of tbo storms 
iu March is therefore due to the itn'j;ii- 
lar propulsion of cold masses of air from 
tho arctic regions into the middle of tho 
North American continent, 


A peculiarity of continental action is 


Unit in euinnicr tho interior is warmer 
than the borders, bnt iu winter tbe in- 
terior is colder than tbo coasts. The up- 
per lake region and the upper Mississip- 
pi valley are especially remarkable for 
this feature. Hetweeuthe 65 degree and 
100 de^reo meridians, and between par- 
allels 50 degrees to 55 degrees, tho 
change in temperature is tbe greatest 
known in North America; it its coldest in 
winter there, nud also it may become 
tbo hottest part of tlio country in euui- 
jncrj tbo rango of temperature may be 
from 45 degrees below zero iu winter to 
100 degrees ubovo zero in Enminer, u 
range of ICO degrees. 
Tho encroach- 


ments of spring upon tbo winter in 
North America proceed from tbo ex- 
treme southwest, tho gulf of California 
nud tbo Colorado river valley, and ad- 
ranco toward tbo northeast. 


TJjiti leads to it description of coo of 


tbo most characteristic features of tho 
odvftuco of tho Bummer upon tbo North 
American continent. Li winter tho lines 
of equal normal temperature, Unit is, 
tho ih'otlicrmK, arc grouped about tbo 
cold poio in quite a symmetrical man- 
ner, bending tjonth»r.rd in tbo interior 
OH they pass from the Atlantic to tbo 
Pacific coast. Thin configuration may bo 
regarded as normal from November to 
March inclusive. In the summer Iho 
formation is somewhat inverted, tho 
lines bending northward from tbo constH 
toward tbo interior, though tho crest is 
HOW farther west in tbe dry Rocky 
mountain region. Tho gulf of Califor- 
nia it> tho central region of heat, and 
tho crest extends frum Yurna, A. T., 
northeastward toward tho Dukotas. 
. Tbo magnetic force seems to bo effi- 
cient in producing meteorological clients 
In proportion us it can operate iu cold 
atmospheric conditions. Hcnco tlio en- 
croachment of warm uir from tbo south- 
ern Rocky mountain districts, as spring 
comas on, is unfavorable for this kind 
of action, and it Becks to transfer its 
seat to tho portions of tho interior of 
tbo continent that still retain low tem- 
peratures, namely, to tho Hudson bay 
districts, finally, as tbo Eummor boat 
conquers tbis cold territory, the winter 
high parses away entirely, and the 
whole arctic region is covered by low 


Tbe unsettled weather of tho month 


of March, especially in the northeastern 
portions of the1 United States, with its 
rapid alternatious of warm and cold 
grinds, often reaching considerable vio- 
lence,, ia, therefore, tbe parting salute- 
of tho cold winter tlmt has prevailed 
for five months throughout the northern 
cap. 
A inoet impressive feature of tbia 


change, us deduced from a close study 
of tbo barometers and temperature read- 
ings of tbo weather bureau, is tho end- 
dbuueSH witb which tho struggle is con- 
cluded iu tbe northwest, for March of- 
ten comes iu witb u very violent action, 
and thin is almost certain to end abont 
the 20tb of the mouth with moderate 
movements of tho air. 
Tbo struggle is 


prolonged iu tho east, but is usually 
apont over by tho 10th of April.—Writ- 
ten for Philadelphia Press by tho Unit
